The Denizens of Mount Kisco,-N. Y., 
Frightened to Death—Strange Rap-

Thia ended the case for the prosecution. Counsel 
for Mrs; Dudiey then opened for the defense. He 
claimed that Mrs. Dudley had assaulted Rossa, not 
out of personal spite or to avenge & personal 
josult, but because “he was an 
enemy of her country.” Counsel discussed 


the subject of Irish patriotism. In outlining the 
line of testimony for the defense, counsel spoke of 
what he termed Mrs, Dudiey’s “physical infirmity." 

He said be would show that for several 
years she had been subject to epileptic fits. 

He would show that her mind had been affected by 
these fits, and that she was not, in fact, responsible 
for her own conduct. Counsel submitted a number 
of letters from English physicians in the various 
institutions in which his client had been confined 
for treatment, setting forth the character of her 
disease. Thedeponents said Mrs. Dudley was not 
in her right mind. 

PROVING MRS. DUDLEY'S INSANITY. 

Elizabeth §. Tonlius,a private teacher, who re- 
sided at the same place as Mrs. Dudley, testified 
that for several days previous to the shooting 
of Rossa the prisoner had acted in @ strange man- 
ner. She had bundies of Rossa’s newspapers con- 
taining reperts of recent expiosions in London, and 
in speaking to the witness of Rossa, Mrs, Dudley 
had aliuded to the advisability of ridding the earth 
of such a man. Dr. A. E. MacDonald, superintendent 
of the asylum for the insane on Ward's Island, 
testified that he was convinced that Mrs Dudley 
was suffering from chronic mania. Mrs. Dudley 
had toid wituess that there were three men she had 
determined to punish with death, and that Hossa 
was first on heriist,. Dr. Wm. L. Harding gave 
similar testimony. 

ACTS LIKE GUITEAU DID. 

Mrs. Dudley here interrupted the proceedings of 
the court by addressing Judge Gildersieeve. She 
said: Whether 1 was irrational or not when I shot 
Rossa, Iam perfectly saue now, and wish to testify 

my own behalf. the case goes to 
the jury now without having heard me, they will 
form an entirely erroneous impression of my mo- 
tives and will not know why I shot Rossa. The 
dociors said that I had said thatI had a mission, 
when they should have said I had an inclination.” 

The Judge said she had better confer with her 
counsel! and when the time came the court 
would hear her. Mrs. Dudiey’s couuse) said that 
they found themselves in @ somewhat peculiar 
position. They bad been trying to prove that their 
client was insane. She, on her 
insisted she was not Insane at the 
time of the attack and insisted on her 
right to go on the stand and testify in her own be- 
half. Counsel couid not see how could do 
otherwise tnaa call beras a witness. It was finally 
agreed that she should be called to the stand after 
recess, 

MRS. DUDLEY ON TH STAND. 

After the recess Mrs. Dud‘ey’s lawyers tried their 
best to get her to forego her determination of be- 
coming a witness. She persisted in 
her intention, however, aud ata word from the 
prosecuting counsel she walked quickly to the 
witness chair aud was sworn. Toen she said: 
‘*Gentiemen of the jury; Imay or I may not be in- 
sane, but if itis accurate that my action was for 
the possession of the almighty dollar, then I have 
ne donbt you will readily decide that Iam not in- 
sane. I wish you to decide mycase by ac- 
quitting me either on the ground that 
my action was justifiable, or convict me. I was io 
doubt as to where Jereiniah O'Donovan, Patrick 
Ford or Mezgroff were the more responsibie. I 
read O’Donovan'’s and Ford's papers, and read 
about Mezgroff, and then went to see O'Donovan. 
We had a talk @ out the wholesale murder of inno- 
cent womenand children. He said thatthe blowing 
of buildings was perfectly right. ‘What,’ said he, 
‘are the lives of afew womenand cuiidren com- 
pared with the holy cause of Ireland. He said in 
reference to the recent explosion ‘hat ‘we did it,’ 
and he also said, ‘I intend to biow up the House of 
Pariiament when it next convenes.’ I believe now, 
however. that he was deliberately lying.” The 
jurye acquitted Mrs, Dudley fon the ground of in- 
Sanity. 

The jury were only in consultation about five 
minutes when they rendered their verdict. A 
motion was made to send Mrs. Dudley to 
the Svcate Lunatic Asylum, which her counsel 
opposed. The Jatter asked that their client be 

ermitted to be returned to her native country and 

placed in an institution there. The court will 
listen to arguments on this motion on Thursday. 


GEN. GRANT. 


The Suffering Veteran Growing Weaker and 
Weaker Each Day. 


Mr. MoGreeor, N. Y., June 30.—To-day it has 
been tt®o weeks since General Grant was moved 
from New York. On the day he came the temper- 
ature was 63°. This morning it is 55° at the Cot- 
tage. Ur. Douglas was asked this morning to re- 
view the forinight that General Grant has passed 
upon the mountaia. 

“His life has been prolonged by the invigorating 
air here, instead of the great heat of New York,” 
said he. “Tbe disease has progressed in a natural 
way, but, as I have said before, is one of increasing 
debility. The General was likely to die at New 
York. Had he remained there, instead of coming 
here, he would, ia all human probability, have ex- 
pired before this, His present weakness is the nat- 
ural result of the disease. He is each day leas 
strong, aud, though the step from day to day is 
scarcely percepubie, the aggregate of fourteen days 
becomes noticeable. Two weeks ago General Grant 
lef) the city. If he was in New York to-day, he 
could net be moved here, as his strength ig not 
equal to such a journey. Now, if you ask me when 
the end will probaviy be, I cannot tell.

Elijah Odell, who resides at No. 1811 Market 
street, had a desperate struggle for his life this 
morning while attempting to prevent his brother- 
in-law, David S. Gardener, a carpenter, from com- 
mitting sulcide. Gardener, who is 67 years of age, 
but a powerfully built,and, formhis years, a remark- 
ably active man, has been out of work since last 
February and had of late been very despondent. 
Drinking freely did not improve his condition, and 
about a couple weeks ago he began to talk of being 
a burden upon his friends, and to ex- 
press a desire to relieve them by suicide, 
Mr. Odell feared that he might carry 


out this design, and kept a close watch on him, 
which resuited in the discovery Sunday that he 
had purchased a quantity of chloral. Mr. Odell 
managed, after he had taken a smail parton 3 it 
to get it away from him, with di Ity 
Gardener at the time stated that though 
then be would certainly accomplish his object be- 
fore long. He seemed more ch ul later, and 
last night before to bed ex regret at 
having harbored thoughts of suicide. At 4:80 this 
morning Mr. Odeil was awakened by the noise of 
some oue groping about his room, and as he rose 
in bed he saw Gardener in the act of draining the 
bottle of chioral which he had discovered and tak- 
en from its hiding place. He caught the vial, 
emptied what little was left in it upon the floor 
and told Gardener, who seemed entirely disgusted 
at the interference, to go back to his bed. “Garden- 
er promised todo so, but suddenly 
CAUGHT UP HIS RAZOR 
from the bureau and opened it, at the same time 
waving it mh ogre | towards Odell and telling 
tried to reason with him. 
but the man had been wrought up to pitch of 
excitement beyond his control, and, when Odell 
grasped hig wrist as the razor was raised in 
anticipation of a siash across the throat, he found 
that he had a giantin strength to deal with. The 
old man after a brief struggle stopped for a 
moment and coolly informed Odell tbat he had 
made up his mind to kill himseif with his razor, 
that as he wag the stronger of the two resistance 
would be useless, and that he would not answer for 
the ¢ uences if interference was attempted. 
Odell clung to the desperate man's wrist with the 
energy of despair, but the old carpenter's arm 
seemed to have supernatural strength, and it was 
only by using the combined force of both his arms 
that Odell was able to kee the 
weapon from the throat at which Gardener 
made a dozen savage sweeps in rapid 
succession. His failure to wound himself increased 
Gardener's rage, which at last becaine uncontrolia- 
bie, and, turning upon Odell, he flung his left arm 
around bis neck, and then began a struggle in 
which it was terribly apparent thatthe intending 
Suicide, despairing of accomplishing his object 
while Odell was abie to interfere, had made up his 
mind to killhim. Several times Odell was 
THROWN 10 THE GROUND, 
and each time Gardener made furious attempts to 
wrest his wrist from tue double ciutch around jt, 
and, faiiing that, to oring the blade with a sudden 
slaso across his protector’s throat. Ajthough over- 
matched in weight and muscie, Odell was tne more 
agile of the two, and, hanging witha death grip 
upon bis adversary’s wrist, he managed to elude 
toe razor, and fluaily, by asudden move, to tarow 
Gardener from him, and before the old 
man couid rise to his feet to 
escape from the room, locking the door 
after him. He then rushed into the street for a 
pouceman, and in the course of a few minutes re- 
turned with Oiticers Fitzgerald and Sweeney. The 
door was opened, and Gardner was found walking 
up and down the room, the razor still clutcbed in 
his hand and the blood pouring over bis clothes and 
upon tue carpet from a terrible wound in the 
turcat, The officers saw thatthe man was bleed- 
ing to deat!:,»o overpowering him after a brief 
strugzle, they took him te the Dispensary, and 
thence to the City Hospital where he now lies in a 
very critical condition. Mr. Odell was badly 
shaken up in the struggie, but luckily escaped all 
serious injury.
